This response addresses the status of Claims 1-39. Claims 
1-5, 8-11, 13-15, 17-18, 22-26, 29-32, 34-36, and 38-39 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being rendered obvious by 
Sindhushayana in view of U.S. Publication 2003/0021243 
(Hamalainen) . Claims 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,760,313 (Sindhushayana). 
Claims 6, 7, 12, 16, 27, 28, 33, and 37 are objected to as being 
dependent on a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Claims 3 and 24 are cancelled herein.
